In early July, mlnare from High- 
apllnt began a eympathy walkout. One 
penrlonod miner, welking the plckot 
line, war thot twice by a eeeurity guard 
and five othere were pinned down in a 
ditch by aouonatic weeponc fire com- 
ing from Ibo direction of Ihc^empeny 
commirrary. State troopore, weed ee 
aeab guardt througbout the rtrike, eould 
find no automatic weapona when they 
aeerchrd (he area. The eecurlry guard, 
erreatod tho nan afiomoon. wae eharg- 
od with thootlng and inlant to kill: hie 
$3900 bail war paid by the peraanal 
bodyguard of tha praeldant of tha Saat- 
evar Mining Company.
